ing tlie season now closing, wa.it al- 
together too great a l>*'ce to be paid 
for any outdobr'-aport.

compensated by all tHo benefits Ibat 
might bo derived from th» hundred* 
ot contests hold during the season. 


That uuy fatalities or 
serious 
or 


permanent injuries resulted to play- 
ers, showy that this sport still has Us 
dangerous phases notwithstanding the 
radical revision in the rules which 
have "been made in recent years. The 
statistic,^ of the Itutt season revcaj tiio 
fact that the larger number of fatali- 
ties occurred among players ha\ing 
the least experience and thc^e who 
have not had tho benefit of tho most 
thorough drill and training- Of the 10 
deaths resulting from participation In 
the game nlno were menubera of htgrh 
school and what aro termed "sand lot" 
teams, made up of boys in towns and 
villages who are not subject to the 
intensified training and physical ex- 
aminations given to the pi ay era on 
fclie fCoII&go teams, 


Doubtless the majoiity of the young 


men. whose lives wore sacrificed wore 
physically unfit to engage 
in 
this 


strenuous spoiL, as previous tests by 
a medical examiner would have
